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¢ HOUSE OF PEERS, Monpay, June 19. 
At half patt two o’clock his Maje(ty went in itate to the Houfe 
of Peers; and being fated on the Throne, he fent Sir Francis Moly- 
neux, Ufher of the Black Rod, to the Commons, to defre that they 
would attend him in the Houfe of Peers. ‘The Commons having o- 
beyed the fummmons, his Maijefty gave the Royal aflent to the Exche- 
quer loan bill, the tobacco bill, the bill laying certain duties on goods 
imported into the Ile of Man, the Scots bankrupt bill, to three o- 
ther public and four private bills ; after which his Majelty was pleafed 
to make the following molt gracious Speech : 
My Lards, and Gentlengn, / 
THE outrages committed by bands of defperate and abandoned 
men, in various parts of this metropolis, broke forth with fuch vio» 
lence into aéts of felony and treafon, had fo faroverborne all civil authe- 
rity, and threatened fo directly the immediate firbverfion of all legal 
power, the deftruction of all property, and the confulion of every or- 
der in the State, that I found myfelf obliged, by every tie of duty and 
affection to my people, to fuppret, in every part, thofe rebellious in- 
furreétions, aud to provide for the public faiety, by the mioft effectual 
and immediate application of the force entruitcd to me by Parliament. 
I have direéted copies of the proclamations iffued wpon that occa4 
fion to be laid before you. : 
Proper orders have been given for bringing the authors and abet- 
tors of thefe infurrections, and the perpetrators of fuch crimioal acts, 
to fpeedy trial, and to fach condizn pnnithment as the laws of their 
country preicribe, and as the vindication of public juftice demands. ; 
Though -[ trait it is not neceflary, yet I think it right at this 
time, to renew to you my folemn ailurances, that I have no other ob- 
jeét but to make the laws of the realm, and the principles of our ex- 
cellent conftitution in church and ftate, the rule and meafirre of my 
conduét; and I thall ever confider it as the firft duty of my ftation, 
and the chief glory of my reign, to maintain and preferve the -etta- 
blithed religion of my kingdoms, and, as far as in me lies, to fecure 
and to perpetuate the rights and liberties of my people. 
When his Majeity had retired, 
The Duke of Daiyfet’ moved, “ That an addrefs be prefented to 
his Majefty, expreilive of the fincere and humble thanks of their 
Lordhhips for the jnilicious meafures his Majefty had purfued to tup- 
prefs the late outrages committed. by bands of defperate and aban- 
doned men in various parts of this metropolis; for the proclama~ 
tions which his Majeity had itfued on thofe melaacholy occations ; 
for the orders which had beea given for bringing the authors and a- 
bettors of the infurreétions, and the perpetrators of fuch criminal 
aéts, to fpeedy trial; and for the mo‘t gracious affurance of his Ma- 
jefty, that he had no other object but to make the laws of the re- 
alm, and the principles of our excellent conftitution in church and 
ftate, the meafure of his conduct; and that his Majelty would ever 
* confider it as the firit duty of his ftation, and the chief glory of his 
*¢ reign, to maintain and preferve the eftabli hed religion of his king- 
doms, and to ivcure and perpetuate the rights and liberties of his 
*© people.” 2 

His Grace was feconded by Lord Dudley, who painted the horrors 
of the late tumult in very high colours; and lamented that the mob, 
not confining themieves to the deftruction of the property of p-ivate 
perfony, aul prifons, had dared to violate the privileges of foreign 
Ambaffadors. He lamented ttrongly, that, at a time when we had fo 
few foreign allies, the mob had been fo wanton as to offer, in the per- 
fon of his reprefentative, the groifeft infult to our old, faithful, and 
now only ally, the King of Sardinia. : 

The Duke of Mazchejler obferved, that as parties of both horfe 
and foot were {till pofted in feveral places about the town, it was ne- 
ceflary for Minitters to explain for what purpofe they were cinployed.; 
and to inform that Houfe and the public, whether martial law was in 
force or not. 

Lord Mansfield faid, that martial law neither then was, or had 
been, in force at all during the whole tumult. The King had done 
nothing more than any fubject might have done in a fimila: ficnation ; 
for when a mob is obferved in the act of committing felony, every man 
is juftified in preventing them, though blood thoul.t be fpilt in the at- 
tempt.; His Lordihip {poke very feelingly on his own fituation; and 
particularly lamented the lofs of his books. eels 

Lord Talbot, {peaking of the Romah Catholics, infifted on the 
propriety of having fchools for the education of children of their own 
religion; but then, left they hould attempt to make profelytes of Pro- 
teftant children, he would have every Roman Catholic {chool matter to 
fend at ftated times to the Bithop of the diocefe the names of the icho- 
lars under their care, that it might be known if any Proteftants were 
of the number; and he would likewife fubjeét the fchoolmatters to 
heavy penalties if they fhould take in any Protettant fcholars. His 
Lardthip hoped, that the nobility and gentry of the Roman Catholic 
perfuafion would take care not to attempt to make profelytes hereafter 
by their generolity. , 

This day Lord Stormont, by his Majelty’s command, prefented 
to the Houfe of Peers feveral proclamations, which were ordered to 
lie on the table. 

‘The Houfe was, upon motion, ordered to be fummoned for Wed- 
ps nefiday. ae 

The Lord Chancellor attended for the firft time fince his indif- 
pofition. 

A motion was made, ‘ That an humble addrefs be prefented to 
his Majeity, that he will be gracioutly pleated to give directions, 
that there be laid before this Houfe, copies of two letters fent by 
Lord Amherft to Lieutenant- General Twifleton, dated the r2th or 
r3th of June, refpedcting the inhabitants of the city of London ca - 
rying arms; alfo a copy of the Lord Mayor's plan for that purpofe, 
communicated to his Lordihip, and allo a copy of a fubfequent Iet- 
ter from Lord Amhertt, relative to the fame bufinefs.” 
It was agreed to without oppolition, to be prefented by the Lords 
with white ftaves. . ¢ 
Afterwards the Lord Prefident made the following motion : 

“ "Phat the Judges be directed to prepare a bill to prevent any mil- 

« chief or inconvenience that may arile to Sheriffs, goulers, tuitors, 

«« prifoners, and others, by the prifoners in the feveral goals of the 

* counties of Middlefex and Surry, the city of London, and other 

“ places, having been fet at liberty during the late tumults and infur- 

* peétion.” Agreed to. ; 

The Houfe adjourned during pleafure, to unrobe, and being re- 

famed, Alexander Wedderburne, Efq; who, by letters patent, had 

~ been created Lord Loughbourough, Baron of Loughborough, in the 

i county of Leiceiter, was introduced between Lord Willoughby de 

Broke and Lord Grantham, his patent- and writ of fummons were 

next read by the Clerk, after which his Lordihip took the oaths at 
the table, and was conducted to his place oa the Barons feat. 
HOUSE or COMMONS, Monpay June 19. 

As foon as the Commons had returned from the Houle of Lords, 

to which they had been fammoned to attend the King, the Speaker 
read the fpeech that his Maje(ty had made from the throne, 
| Lord Beauchamp: i jately role, and moved for an addrefs of 
. thanks to his Majeity, for the care he had taken to fupprefs the late 
alarming tumults. His Lordihip. painted them in all their horrors ; 
and from the numbers, as well.as the audacity, of the rioters, urged 
not only the propricty, but the absolute neceflity there had been fer 
caing out the military, at a time that the civil power was by much 
too weak to protect the property of individuals, and maintain the -pu- 
blic tranquility. The military alone had been equal to the contelt ; 
his Majefty had employed them, and thereby difperfed a form that 
Was big with deftruction to the capital, to law, and the ontiantio rs 
He therefore, hoped, that every member would agree with him 1a the 
propriety of carrying an addrefS to the throne, expreflive of the warm- 
eft thanks for the quiet that the capitalenjoys atthismoment. — 
Mr Macdonald feconded the motion, and was equally profufe in his 
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approbation of the condué of the Crown, and difapprébition of the 
tumults, which, while they lafted,-had totally annihilated all law. 

Mr Fox did not oppofe the addvefs; but he was free to fay, that 
greatly as he approved of the difperfion of the mob, and the means 
that had been ufed to quell the riot, he as greatly condemned the 
Minifters for faffering, the tumult to grow too powerful to be quelled 
by the civil Magiftrate. He hoped that, ifany futute occafion thould 
call. for the interpofition of Government, Minifters would make more 
early exertions, and apply. their force rather as a preventive than a cha- 
{tifement. He trufted alfa, that the late conduét of Miniftry, in giv- 
ing all civil power to the military, would not be fet down as a model, 
from which aftet-minifters fhould prefume to copy.—Mr Fox after- 
wards went home extremely ill, in a fedan chair. 

Mr Burke declaimed with unufual vehemence againft the authors and 
abettors of the late riots, whom he termed a fet of deluded fanatics, 
and {poke in fupport of the bill they riotoufly petitioned again(t, as an 
act that was founded in the true wifdom of Parliament, cy therefore 
a not tc be repealed at the di¢tatorial requifition of a lawlefs rab-

that militated againft the fpirit of the coriftitution; he thould likewife 
move for national reftitution being made to the feveral fufferers in con- 
fequence of the riots; for had Govefnment been able at that time to 
have given them the neceffary protection, they would not have fuffer- 
ed in their property. As to the aét which had occafioned the tumults, 
it would, fince tranquility was reftored, undergo an immediate enqui- 
ty; but he thought it behoved that Houle to weigh well the confe- 
quences that might attend its repeal under all its ptefent circumftan- 
ces. 

Sir P. Clerke arraigned the Commander in Chief in pretty fevere 
terms, for having been ftrangely negligent in providing for the fafety 
of many places which it had been in his power to proteét, and which, 
for want of protection, had been reduced to afhes. He himfelf had 
waited twice upon Lord Amherft, and made him acquainted with the 
danger that threatened the King’s. Bench prifon; this he had done fe- 
veral hours previous to the time of the mob affembling before the pri- 
fon; but his information had been diftegarded, and the confequence 
was, that the prifon was deftroyed. 

The Secretary at War executed the Commander. in Chief on this 
ground, that, previous to the arrival of the militia in town, it had 
been abfolutely impoflible to provide againft danger in every quarter. 
Applications for troops had been made from fo many quarters, that it 
was totally out of the power of the Commander in Chief to eke out 
the force he had ia town, fo as to fatisfy half the claims that had been 
made to him for proteétion. 

The motion for the addrefs paffed unanimoufly, without. any fur- 
ther debate. 

The Sheriffs of London were then introduced, and prefented a 
petition from the city, praying for a repeal of the law paffed laft Sef- 
fion, in favour of the Roman-Catholics. 
drawn from the bar, 

Mr Wilkes objeéted to the petition, becaufe he held it to have 
been fmuggled. into‘ the Common. Council, a$ it had been bro in 
at a time when the greateft part of the members, who were prefent at 
the opening of the Court, had withdrawn upon the prefumption that 
all the bufinef$ of the day had been difpatched, when that for which 
the Court had been called was fettled. ‘The principle of the petition 
afforded him alfo matter of objection; fox it prayed for a sota/ repeal 
of the law, when a partial one would be fully fufficient. 

Mr Alderman Sawbridge concurred entirely with Mr Wilkes in all 
he faid; and both were very fevere on their brothér Alderman Mr 
Bull, not only fot having been very ina¢tive in maintaining peace in his 
ward; but alfo for. having fo far given countenance to the mob, as to 


fuffer the conftables of his ward to wear blue cockades, and frequent- 


ly cry out No Popery ! 

Mr Alderman Bal! rofe to reply, and declared the bufinefs was con- 
ducted openly, and that Mr Alderman Wilkes and Mr Alderman 
Sawbridge had each notice given them of the bufincfs intended to be 
moved; which the others denying, the Recorder was called upon for 
his account of the matter; it was at lait moved afd carried, that the 
petition thould lie on the table. aR 

Lord North clofed the convetfation by moving, that the above 
petition, and all the others of the dame purport that had been prefent- 
ed, fhould be taken into confide‘ation the next day. 

Lord North rofe up this day in thé Houfe of Commouts, and de- 
livered the following meflage from his Majefty. . 

** T am commanded by his Majelty to acquaint this Houfe, that. his 
“* Majelty has caufed the Right Honourable Lord George Gordon, a 
‘« Member of this Houfe, to be apprehended and committed for high 

** treafon.” 

A motion was then made, ‘* That an humble addrefS be prefent- 
** ed to his Majefty, to return his Majefty the thanks of this Houfe, 
‘* for communicating the reafon for which the Right Honourable Lord 
** George Gordon, a member of this Houfe, was apprehended and com- 
‘** mitted.” ‘The fame was ordered to be prefented to his Majeity by 
fuch of the members as were Privy Counfellors. 

A new writ was moved for, for Biihop’s Caftle, in the room of 
Alexander Wedderburne, Ef; called up to the Houle of Peers. And 
alfo for Saltath, in the room of Henry Strachey, Efq. 

The refolution come to’ by the Committee appointed to confider 
of the aét of Parliament relative to the difé6very of the longitude, was 
reported, and being read by the clerk, a bill was ordered to be brought 
in purfuant thereto. 

The Committee on the Pot Horfe bill, and the Committee on 
the bill for an infpection of the Public Accounts, are adjourned till

Farr, 
Edward Rutledge, Atkinfon, and others, were confined 
on board a prifon thip in Stono-inlet’ for breaking their pa- 
role. All the private letters are full of the joy and fatistac- 
tion which uniyerfally prevail in the province on the reftora- 
tion of the mild Britith Government after five long years of 
mifrule, tyranny, and every f{pecies of oppreffion.
